•Serb politician, when she went to ballet 
school with his .sister in their hometown of 
Sarajevo. 

"When we finally left Sji/ajcvo and 
crossed into Serb territory. I saw Alexander 
and wc talked," said Filipovic, who emigrat- 
ed to Twin Falls with her Bosnian Serb 
Christian husbaiid, who is also named 
Alexander, in September. “1 told him about 
the neighborhood where we lived, and about 
the sniper on the Serbian side of the front 


■ line'whu had'killed so many people." 

"Me said.’Oh. yes, I know who that is. 
And you do too.' ” 

'Tlc.was ritilii: t he man who was shnntin{. 
at us was someone 1 knew from the old 
days.” Nadza knows Alexander Karadzic’s 
father, too. Now the leader of the Bosnian 
Serbs. Radovan Karadzic, a mild-mannered 
doctor before the war^ has been accused of 
condoning atrocities against civilians and 
promoting “ethnic cleansing" during in the 
tlirec-year-old conflict.

"These kids liave every right in this 
world to be free and to play,” Buric-Adam

. Buric-Adam. who dodged bullei.s oh the 
streets of Sarajevo while training 'for the 
1992 Olympics, married Eric Adam, an a'u- 
dio-v isua l specialist at the Veimns Admin- 
isUution hospital in Prescbti.' 

He saw her on television, began corre- 
sponding and propo.scd, They will celebrate 
their first wedding anniversary on Dec, 31 


with a five-kilomCtcr race, to raise money 
for her family, - • - 

Jarovic fled Sarajevo with Adi and 3- 
year-old Irma, traveling by night to reach 
Zagreb. Once there, she was interviewed by 
a U.S. immigration official who told her 
they was not eligible for a refugee resettle- . 
meni program for Bosnian Muslims:' 

“He basically told her she hadn't sulTcred 
enough," Adam said. “He told her it was • 
.safe to return to Sarajevo." 

The family survived on money from 
Buric-Adam and her husband.- who- 
launched a letter-writing campaign, The 
turning point came soon after Rep. Jon Kyi, 
R-Ariz.,'wroie to U.S. immigration officials 
on their behalf, asking to have the case re- 
considered. 

Jarovic told immigration officials her 
family had been receiving threatening 
_phone calls since early 1992. The callers 
threatened to kill Jarovic and her children 
because Buric-Adam was a member of the ' 
Bosnian Olympic team. 

It wasn't clear why immigration officials 
. dmnged their mind, but that matters little to 
Buric-’Adnm, " 

. "Right now, it's important that they axe 
safe, that they have enough for the basic 
things oflife," she said..

The shelters, which do not eutha- 
nize their animals, will put the large 
donation toward food, bedding and 
veterinary bills.

with socialism in his native Austria. 

Nor docs he hesitate to ofler Oproh

kind of "personal strength" critical to 
an American rencw.il. 

Gingrich is much more ciTectivc on 
(he subject vyhen he is talking about 
Max Clclond. who lost his legs and an 
arm in Vietnam but who struggled 
through rehabilitation and constructed 
an impressive political career. 

Qoiled down, whai'ii all amounts to 
is Gingrich's conclusion (liat there is , 1 .-.. 
definable American culture and that it 
is in rapid collapse. The villains ore tite 
welfare state and a bloated fcdciargov- 
emment that is incapable of pcrfoim- 
ing anything but the most clearly 
defined and narrowly focused tasks.

One of the as.sumptiojis most likely 
to come under Gingrich's fire is that 
government is basically a good thing.

(he Georgia lawmaker lias used .so 
cfTectivcIy, ran "agaiasl govemmem" 
and told people it was the enemy, but 
he didn't do much to shrink its size 
during two temis in the White I louse. 

But Gingrich is adani.inl in liis oppo- 
sition to burcaucrac)'. which lie argues 
spells the death of individual iniiiaiiv e. 
flexibility, and crative problem solv- 
ing. Time ami again during 2 1 houis of 
“Renewing American Civilization" 
vidcouipcs. lie paints bureaucracy in 
the darkest possible cblortt und argues 
for privatization of all bufa few big 
govcnuucni agencies. 

It is an ideological construct thru 
secias simplistic, given the fact tliat it 
ignores the presence.orhuge bureau- 
cracies in successful businesses. But it 
is clear the new speaker will have little 
lime for debates abemt the tneriis of 
government bureaucracies. 

"Nothing kills tiic productive, 
healthy society faster than letting 
bureaucrats dwidc who succeeds. ... 
Bureaucrats cripple the ability to 
achieve. Bureaucracies ... deny the 
complexities of life. 'Hicy plan first und 
never Icam,” he says. 

And at'anoihcr point: 

"'Tlie reason 1 like entrepreneurship 


and I like the free market is becnu.se it 
basically forces you into getting some- 
thing* done. llie reason I don't like 
biireaucnieies und I don't like govern- 
ment domination is tliat it forcc.s you 
into sucking up to somebody und 
manipulating .somebody, ... Nobureuu- 
erai could ever have invented 
McDonald's." 

None ofilicse thoughts is as discon- 
nected ns it might sound. 

Gingrich and his supporters have 
worked for years on their philo.sophy. 
which argues that American renewal 
-can come only- wii!MlicTcbinh-of-iiidi~ 
vidual responsibility and initiative. 

Because of that, he may be the most 
ideological spe.ikerin modem history, 
a true believer in a job held by a long 
siring of pragmatists who saw their 
roles as making tite system work, not 
dismantling it, Gingrich obviously dis- 
agrees. 

Before government policies are 
enacted, lie says, they should pass the 
lest posed by an important question 
that Dows from the Declaration of 
Independence’s promise of life, liberty 
and the pursuit ofhappiness: 

"Will this proposal help people 
become more responsible, more pro- 
ductive, and more safe so they can be 
prosperous, free, so ilicy cat) pursue 
happiness?" 

If bureaucracy is one of his big tar-, 
gets, his attacks on the "welfare .slate" 
never seem to end. It is not very well- 
defined. but clearly includes everything 
from food stamps to public housing to 
tite dired cash ^'nefits most people 
think of when they uilk about welfare. 

Tlicrc is 0 strong scasc in Gingrich's 
lectures that if he had his way, there 
would be no public aid at oil. He 
opposes public-housing-pracliccs, 
doesn’t think anyone should get any ■, . 


money unless they work for it, and 
obviously believes there is little jasiifi- 

• cation for the kind of welfare system 
that has evolved over the past few 
decades. ' 

Instead, he wants to get rid of it. And 
he would tell welfare recipients in a . 

' mythical visit to a housing project: 
Knowledge is power, and everyone 
with access to a library hiut access to 
knowledge. “How far nway is iltc pub- 
lic library?" he says he would ask. 

“Explain to nie why 1 should feel 
sympathy for you wheit you sit here 24 
■hnurrjniay, .seven liays it week and 
cannot find the library? 

"Ifiliey say. 'I don't have mass tran- 
sit. 1 don’t know how to use the bus,' 1 
would say. 'Learn.' You can't save 
people ifyou .start with the auumption 
ihui they are not worth saving." 

He says there are five principles 
of American civilization that imisi 

• be revived to reverse the nation'.s 
course. They include personal , 
strength, entrepreneurial free enter- 
prise, the spirit of invention and dis- 
covery, quality, and the lessons of 
American history. 

Mow much of this agenda he will 
be able to force through Congress 
remains in question. But Gingrich's 
philosophy and the pronouncements 
he has made over the years on the 
state ofthc nation leave little doubt 
that his goal is an assault on the gov-' ' 
emment that hu.s evolved since th^e 
New Deal. 

I le has been waging a verbal war for 
years. His elevation to speaker of tite 
U.S. Mouse changes bodt the battle- 
field and the likely outcome of the con-

Machiavellian Newt is no prince 


Brilliant and ruthless Newt Gingrich 
isn’t a mere creature of the moment, a 
Rush Limbaugh dittohead with the leg- 
islative onn of the religious right. 
Gingrich is nobody's tool. He has 
commanded a 20-ycor war to seize the 
Speakership of the U.S. House of 
Representatives. Only recently have 
troops and licutcnanls joined his cam- 
paign. 

Gingrich is hell-bent on domination. 
He wonts to end his new bipartisan rela- 
tionship with President Clinton in the 
same manner that he severed his first 
moiriagc. As Mother Jones magazine 
firet reported in 1984, Gingrich, R-Ga., 
campai^cd for Congress on the issue 
of family values, while clicating on his 
wife. After the election, he ditched her, 
then appeared at her hospital bedside 
after she had a cancer opmtion to pre- 
sent his terms for a divorce. 

Gingrich's likely lentis to Clinton: 

' Gingrich keeps the House and gets the 
' White House os' well; Clinton leaves 
town humiliated, with more defeated 
Democratic senators and representa- 
“tivKirftbw; 

■ Gingrich's favorite chess move is 
the foHc, a simultaneous attack on two 
ofthc opponent’s pieces.

Gingrich doesn't mind greed, power 
or concealment. He urges his staff to 
read Machiavclli's "The Prince.” 
Gingrich's contempt is for the lan- 
guage of love, especially when the 
American electorate prefers subliminal 
slogans of hate. 

But the next act may prove painful 
for the electorate to watch os the two 
protagonists lock into a political drama 
that hu kinky undertones. The disci- 
pline'Gingrich has promised to impose ' 
on Washinglon.and welfare class is 
not entirely dissimilar from the kind 
advertised by sadists and, sadly, Clinton 
is proving to be a situational masochist. 
He’d rather feci his oWn pain than risk 
challenging potent enemies. 

Ma chiav elli sj^s that "it is far better 
' to'bc’fcariSl tHari'Iovcd if ybifeahnot 
combine ilicra.” Why? Because bonds 
of love arc readily broken -“btit fear is 
strcngthcncd'by a dread of punish- 
ment, which is always effective.” 

Gingrich wants to punish Ginlon 
publicly. As he did on lost session’s 
campaign reform bill, Gingrich may 
privately pledge support on some 
bipartisan solution, perhaps on welfare 
reform. But, once Clinton commits, 
Gingriqh wjll savage the rnca^ as 
diseased, a threat to healthy 
Americans. Counter-accusations of 
vicious duplicity won’t faze Gingrich 
because they fc^ hisworld view. 

Gingrich’s own staff describes him, 
ironically, as a Leninist The des^p- 
tion fits.

BOISE - Micron Technology Inc. is us- 
ing a process described by relocation ex- 
perts as "fascinating" and "unusual" to 
find a site for its new $1.3 billion mi- 
crochip factory. - . 

The company on Friday said it has re- 
duced more than 300 applications to a 
short list of 13 areas under consideration 
for a plant it plans to start building next 
year.

Tax-deferred programs allow 
investors to hold off Uncle Sam

BRADENTON. Fla. — Greed gets 
mo.st people into trouble — especial- 
ly if greed is the primary operative. 

And greed caased the downfall of 
Onmge. County. Calif., just as greed 
cnu.->ed the S&L debacle. 

Last year, interest rate-hungry 
investors jumped into the bund mar- 
.kcl because it was paying the highest 
— feiiinisinhisloty. : 

Many investors didn't do their 
homework, and did not understand 
how the {)ond market works. • . 

Bonds pay a fixed rate of income 
and return a fixed-dollar amount at 
• maturity. The value of bonds fluctu- 
ate witen they arc sold before maiuri- 
ty. 

The concept of Huctuating value 
may be confusing to the average per- 
son. because the first question to pop 
into .1 person's head is how can the 
prioe of a bond that pays a fixed rate 
of income and returns- a fixed dollar 
amount at maturity change? 

It changes because bonds arc 
bought and sold on the' open market 
every day. The price of those bonds 
i.s determined by many factors, 
including supply and demand, the 
interest rate paid on Treasury securi- 
ties and the expectation of inflation.

When inflation increases, so do 
interest rates. And interest rates drive 
bond prices — up and down. 

For example, a five-year bond 
yielding 6 percent could not be sold 
for as much money as a five-year cer- 
tificate of di^it canting 9 percent. 

While it’s understandable that indi- 
vidual investors might not grasp such 
— a concepirone expects-someonc who- 
buys and sells stocks, bonds and 
other financial paper for a living not 
only to understand it. but to consider 
the inherent risks. 

Administrators of the S7.5 billion 
Orange County investment pool were 
doing the same thing a lot of 
investors were doirtg,r- chasing 
higher yields. 

Now. there's nothing wrong with 
. that — problems arise when people 
get too greedy.

interest rates and inflation worries 
zoomed onto the horizon, those 
bonds' — the underlying security for 
the derivatives —be gan losing value 
because people became concerned 
about inflation and pulled money out 
of the bond market. When the deriv- 
atives began losing value because 
they responded to rising interest rates 
negatively too. the structure col- 
lapsed, 

"All those derivatives were sinking 
because the bond market was sink-' 
ing.” said Susan Moseley of Moseley 
Investment Management Inc. in 
Bradenton. "It was a house of cards," 

For example, a $100 bond pool 
wants to buy financial instruments 
such as derivatives because the inter- 
est rate paid is so much higher than 
all the other investments out there. So 
it borrows S200 secured by the SI 00 


in the fund. It takes the $300 and 
invests in-dcrivalives. The. value of 
bonds declines by 10 percent — for a 
30 percent loss. The market value is 
now S270. and after subtracting the 
S200 in debt the net value of the 
“investor's stake in the fund is S70.-- 
Orange County's strategy worked 
very well at first. Peny said.

Older people can control the 
quality of their live.s by watching 
what they cat and getting enough 
exercise, says nutritionist Johanna 
Dwyer, director of the Frances 
Stern Nutrition Centdr at Tufts 
University in Bo.ston; > 

Seniors also should be aggres- 

sive_[n dis cussing their health with 

their physicians, she says, "even if 
it means writing down questions to 
ask." ~ 

Dwyer recommends a varied diet- 
based on the Department of Agri- 
culture’s Food Guide Pyramid and 
encourages older people to cat 
meal s with others when ever possi- 
blc. - 

"By eating in company with 
friends and relatives, people tend 
to go to more trouble and to caj_ 
more of a variety of foods.” she 
I says. - 

I "If you don't want to go out at 
I night, meet a friend for a main 
• meal in the aflemoon. And there's 
nothing wrong with snacking, even 
in. bed in the middle of the night, 
especially if it'.s fruits and breads." 

• To make food-S more appealing, 
particularly to those losing their 
sense of taste, Dwyer rccommcnd.s ' 
keeping sauces and Havorings on 
hand. 

Older adults who live by them- 
selves should stock up on frozen 
meals for emergencies such as 
snow .storms, when it is difTicuIt to 
get out. 

Also handy are such conve- 
nience ilem.s as instant breakfasts, 
pancakeonix and canned soups and 
stews. A pantry of staples such as

• Viiamins'Bf), BI2 and folate 
also are on the checklist to keep 
the mind alert and the neixous sys- 
tem functioning.

S ince 1986, the Ford 

Foundation and the John 
F. Kennedy School of 
Government at Harvard have 
been awarding SIOO.OOO grants 
to state and local government- 
programs shown to be effective 
at addressing public needs.

. James Earl Jones had 
k grown gawky and shy. 
B Transplanted from m'ral 
I Mississippi, he felt out of 
■ place at Dickson High 
r School in Brethren; 
Mich. His stutter was so 
pronounced that he never spoke out in clas.s. 
Understandably, he often fell alone. 

Jones found refuge in poetry. One cold 
day. reveling in eating a grapefruit — a treat 
I for that time of the year — he set his mus- 
ings down in a poem and submitted it to 
Donald E. Crouch, his English teacher. 
Crouch, surprised at how go^ it was. won- 
dered whether Jones had copied it. •'The best 


way for you to demonstrate that you wrote 
this poem yourself is for you to recite it by 
heart to the class.” Crouch told his student. 

Jones walked to the front of the room. 
Better to be laughed at for stuttering than to 
be disgraced. He was scared, but he opened 
hU mouth and began to speak. To the as- 
tonishment of everyone, the words flowed 
smoothly. The stutter disappeared. He had 
stumbled upon what speech therapists would 
one day discover; that the scripted page 
could be a stutterer's salvation. 

Today, almost SO years later, the voice of 
James Jones is among the most famil- 
jar in the worid . We hear him dtmng the sta«_ 
QoHTwcaKsorTCNNTas the<liabbU^^aith~' 
Vader in the three Slor Wars films and as 
Mufaso, the father lion, in The Uon King. In 
performances from The Great White Hope 
to Othello to Fences, he has proved himself 
to be one of our great stage actors too.

Talk with 
your doaor if you don’t take.il for a few dayx you may have 
to rescan it at a I mg dose and be cautious about possible dizzi* ' 
ness. Do not share HYTRIN with onyocK else: it was pre> 
scribed only for you.
